Sanborn declares it was nev­ 
er the intcniton of the legislature to 
give the law su c h a broad scope as to 
include all legislative employes. 
While such a measure has not been 
introduced in the assembly it is gen­ 
erally expected 
the 
bill 
will 
go 
through the lower 
house. 
Already 
Chairman S. E. Sparling of the civil 
service commission and ex-Assembly­ 
man Ernest X. Warner of Mad son, 
the author of the law, anticipating the 
probable crippling of the operation 
of the law have begun an active can­ 
vass of the assembly. 
Speaker Her­ 
man L. Ekern has openly announced 
he will fight any tinkering with the 
law. 
He declared last night that al­ 
though it might not have been the in­ 
tention of the legislature to place leg­ 
islative employes under the civil ser­ 
vice law, it was for the good of the 
state that such should ultimately hap­ 
pen. 
Assemblyman William M. Per­ 
ry of Oshkosh takes the burden upon 
his shoulders of making a regular can­ 
vass of the assembly to have legisla­ 
tive employes exempt. 
There are about forty positions in 
the two houses of 
the 
leg slature 
which have occasioned this bitter ani­ 
mosity. 
These jobs pay from $2.50 to 
$5 a day during the session. 
As a 
large number of the clerkships do not 
require 
experienced 
men, 
senators 
an«l assemblymen are burdened with 
applicants for the positions from their 
constituents. 
During the next few 
days the members of the civ.I service 
board and its supporters will 
fight 
hard to save the spirit of the measure 
from destruction.

A question of the utm ost importance 
to large chesses of our people, com­ 
manding immediate consideration aud 
judicious action by tile legislature; re­ 
lates to the control and regulation by 
tile state of local public service corpor­ 
ations. The services rendered by this 
class of corpora tions greatly contrib­ 
ute to tile life and comfort of the In­ 
habitants of the larger cities of the- ^u p itlo il 
state, aud iu many instances to those 
residing 
in 
contiguous territory'. 
A 
congested population makes necessary' 
artificial lighting, an adequate w ater 
supply and the means of rapid trans- 
IKirtation, and If these cannot be fur­ 
nished by the municipality tile serv­ 
ices of public utility corporations be­ 
come indispensable. It has been com­ 
mon practice in this as well as in oth­ 
er state's, for the city to grant the 
privilege of furnishing these facilities 
to corporations, aud franchises have 
been granted exclusive in 
express 
term s or in practical application, and 
monopolistic in their character, which 
contain no adequate safeguards for the 
protection of the public. 
The result 
has been that these corporations with 
tile absence of governmental restraint 
have grown in wealth and power and 
have become tile masters instead of 
the sen-ants of the people. 
Complaints against service and rates 
have received little attention 
or 
es­ 
caped correction*, either because the 
municipality did not have the power 
to properly protect the public, or hav­ 
ing the power, has failed to exercise it 
by reason of official indifference 
or 
subserviency to Improper influences. 
With uncertain powers, with frequent­ 
ly changing administration, with 
no 
fixed re sistib ility upon officers chosen 
for the task, the cities of the state are 
not in position to successful! deal with 
this important problem and undertake 
the regulation of public service cor­ 
pora lions. 
The evil growing out of the local 
service 
] reblem are attributable 
to 
three 
well 
defined 
causes—namely, 
long 
term and exclusive franchises, 
excessive rates aud overcapitalization, 
or the practice of watering stock. 
Rem edial Legislation. 
The remedy for conditions now so 
oppressive in the municipalities of the 
state lies in a complete revision of tile 
statutes relating to the organization of 
public utility 
corporations 
and 
the 
granting of municipal franchises, and 
providing for the supervision by pub­ 
lic authority of the issue of stocks 
and bonds and the control of the rates 
that shall lie charged and the service 
that shall lie rendered. 
Such legisla­ 
tion should strike ut the root of the 
matter. 
Franchises 
improvidently 
granted are generally 
recognized 
in 
this and other states as the source of 
the evil which is aggravated by over­ 
capitalization and oppressive manage­ 
ment. 
The remedy lies in placing an 
absolute limit by the legislature upon 
the time for which a franchise may be 
granted, and prescribing a period upon 
which all franchises heretofore granted 
shall terminate. Already twenty states 
and two territories have adopted leg­ 
islation fixing such limit, ranging In a 
great majority of cases from twenty 
to thirty-five years, and containing a 
provision permitting the city to pur­ 
chase the plant at the expiration of the 
term or at a time prior thereto. 
The

Others express

Mrs. Favrot, the supposed cause of 
the tragedy, has been a leader in the

most important streets, and at the 
same time 
upheld 
the 
injunction 
which restrains Mayor Tom Johnson 
from tearing up the old company’s 
tracks. 
The decision thus leaves the 
tangle as intricate as it was before 
litigation began, and in the meantime 
the old company is running its cars 
and collecting a 5-cent fare. 
The decision upholds that of Judge 
Thayer of the United States circuit 
court, who granted the injunction. In 
doing so he held that the franchise 
of the old 
company 
had 
expired 
March 22, 1905, and that the franchise 
g* anted the new company in 1904 was 
invalid. 
The finding wras unsatisfactory to 
both sides, and both appealed to the 
supreme court. 
Canal Purchase Upheld 
The action of the secretary of the 
treasury in paying out $50,000,000 on 
acount of the purchase of the Panama 
Canal company of France, as directed 
by the act of congress of 1902, was 
upheld by the court. 
The decision 
was announced by Justice Brewer and 
was handed down in the case of Wai 
rgn B. Wilson against Secretary Shaw’. 
I he case was in the nature of an 
injunction suit by Mr. Wilson to re* 
strain the payment of the money, and 
it originated iii the local courts of 
the District of Columbia before the 
money had been paid. 
The decis oi 
of both the district supreme court and 
the district court of appeals was un­ 
favorable to Mr. Wilson’s contention 
that the action of congress was uncoil 
stitutional. 
Mr. Wilson, who is a‘ lawyer and 1 
property holder residing iii Chicago 
prosecuted the case to the court of 
last resort. 
He argued his own case 
before all the courts. 
Stock Tax Held Valid 
In deciding the case of Albert J 
Hatch vs. Edward Reardon, the latter 
a peace officer of New York, favorab­ 
ly td Reardon, the supreme court pas­ 
sed upon the validity of the New York 
state transfer tax law, in effect hold­ 
ing it to be not in contravention 
O ' 
the constitution and thus sustaining 
the decision of the supreme court of 
New York. 
Deny Plea of Bankers 
The court dismissed the appeal oi 
five indicted officials of the Canton 
Ohio, State bank for release on writs 
of habeas corpus. 
They based their 
appeal on the ground that the Ohio 
free hanking law, providing imprison­ 
ment for any bank offificial 
found 
guilty of attempting fraud, 
applied 
only iii the case of banks incorporated 
under that law. 
The supreme court’s decision leaves 
the case to be passed on by the Ohio 
courts.
